nuclear tests scheduled to begin 
in late April, officials said today. 
Most of Joint Task Force 8 will 
be based on Christmas and John­ 
ston Islands, which are in the 
probable test area. Others will be 
manning ships and flying planes. 
The task force will have a long 
tail, reaching back to ports in 
Hawaii and the West Coast and 
to

In past exercises of this sort, 
the Navy has assigned command 
ships, carriers, destroyers, trans­ 
ports, tugs and other kinds of ves­ 
sels to forces supporting nuclear 
tests.

By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON «API — Faced 
with the grim danger of decisive 
Soviet gains in the atomic arms 
race, the United States will begin 
nuclear air tests in the Pacific 
late next month unless Moscow 
agrees quickly to a cheatproof 
test-ban treaty. 
President 
Kennedy 
announced 
this decision in a broadcast to the 
world Friday night. He coupled 
it with an urgent bid to Soviet 
leaders to return quickly t * the 
negotiating table and join in work­ 
ing out a “fully effective treaty” 
to make tests unnecessary. 
“It is our hope and prayer,” 
Kennedy 
declared, 
“that 
these 
grim, unwelcome tests will never 
have to be made — that these 
deadly weapons w ill never have to 
be fired—that 
our 
preparations 
for war will bring us the preser­ 
vation of peace.” 
But he said bluntly that the next 
move was up to the Kremlin.

Some May Not 
Get to Vote 
On April 3 


Misunderstanding Of 
Registration Law 
Is Responsible 


Quite a number of Sikeston cit­ 
izens have for the time being at 
least, been dis-enfranchised 
of 
their right to vote in the city elec­ 
tion because of what is consider­ 
ed a misinterpretation of the sta­ 
tutes governing registration. The 
statues are plain enough that to 
vote in an election a citizen m ust 
regisier 'where such registration 
is required i 28 days before the 
date of the election. 
It has been more than 28 da\.> 
before the city election but — and 
here's where the mifunderstand­ 
ing arose — it has been far less 
than 28 days prior to the upcom­ 
ing special state election on March 
6. 
A person cannot register for the 
March 6 election. But according to 
the opinion of two circuit judges 
and an unofficial opionion from the 
attorney general’s office, there is 
no reason or excuse to refuse reg­ 
istration to a citizen desiring to 
vote in the city election. 
Registration is made on loose 
leaf forms either at the office of 
the coutny clerk or at the ci y 
clerk's office who is also deputy 
registrar, and 
then 
these loose 
sheets are inserted tin the regis­ 
tration books which are used in 
cheeking voters at an election. 
A similar situation exists in Goto 
and other counties where a regular 
or city election on April 3 is pre­ 
ceded by the special election next 
Tuesday. 
Judge Sam Blair, circuit judge 
of Cole County, recently ruled that 
a registrar can register a voter for 
the city election right up to the 
28-day limit, even though there is 
an intervening election date. But, 
such registratins could not be put 
in the registration books until after 
the other election. This way the 
voter, while barred from voting in 
the special election next Tuesday 
can exercise his light to vote m 
the following city election of April 
3. 
Judge Marshall Craig, circuit 
judge for Scott County, told the 
Standard Friday that he agreed 
with 
Judge Blair in the latter’s 
ruling. 
Asked for an opionion in the m at­ 
ter, the attorney general’s office 
said it has not issued a formal 
opinion but that he unofficially felt

Idaho (API— A crack 
Northern Pacific passenger train, 
highballing through a remote and 
frozen stretch of north Idaho, de­ 
railed in front of a 200-foot-high 
trestel late Friday night, spilling 
the engine into a deep lake and

Four crew members — the en­ 
gineer,

The injured were rushed 
to hospitals at nearby Sandpoint 
and Coeur d’Alene over roads mad 
treacherous by compact snow and 
ice.

Shelton is the same Klansman 
who was embraced by Charles 
Meriwether 
whom 
Kenner: *

minted a director of the Export- 
Import Bank. Both Sparkman and 
Hill voted for Meriwether’s con 
firmation. 
What touched off the Klan fra­ 
cas was Senator Sparkman’s sup- 
¡xirt of the UN bond issue. When 
he stood up for Kennedy and the

much less risk of being bitten. A 
few simple rules will help to keep 
you from becoming one of the 
600,000 Americans who were bitten 
by dogs last year. 
Don’t give a dog to a very small 
child, say, under six, unless you 
are prepared to be constantly on 
the scene when dog and child are 
together. The toddler doesn’t rea­ 
lize that pulling the dog’s tail, 
vigorous cuddling, trying to ride 
piggy - back, pulling his ears just 
aren't appreciated by the animal. 
Too much such attention and the 
dog may snap back. 
Never allow the child to abusa 
or tease the dog. Check with your 
local branch of the anti . cruelty 
society for advice, or check out • 
library book on dog care and train­ 
ing.

The case for passage of the Better Roads and streets Amend­ 


ment can be summed ap as follows; 


The major provisions of the Amendment are these; 1. Fifteen 
percent of the revenue from the 5c gasoline tax will be divided 
among the cities of the state with more than 200 population, and 
5 percent will be divided among the counties. Tn effect, this will 
mean that the 1061 2c increase will be distributed in this way: 
%c to the cities, Vic to the counties, and lc to the State Highway 
Department. 


2. Cities will share in the revenues in proportion to their popu­ 
lation. Half of the total allotted to the 114 counties will be divided 
among them in proportion to the mileage of the county roads; 
the other half will be divided in proportion to the assessed value 
of unincorporated lands. (Anv county with less than $5 million 
of assessed value will be considered to have a valuation of $5 
million.) These need not be farming lands, but can simply be 
rural lands. 
3. Municipal gasoline taxes will die. A municipality may reimport 
a separate gasoline’ tax only by getting a two-thirds majority 
vote to do so at the polls. (This is the same vote required for 
approval of a school bond issue.) Revenue from anv tax so im­ 
posed could be used only for road and street purposes. 
4. No municipality will suffer a revenue loss. As its allotment 
from the state tax, each city or town will get as a minimum an 
amount equal to the net proceeds of its own tax in 1960

The New Madrid County Livstock 
Com m ittee announces that a short 
course for the benefit of cattle pro­ 
ducers in New M adrid County will 
be held at the City Hall in New 
M adrid, Tuesday M arch 6th, sta rt­ 
ing at 1:30 p.m. Cattle breeders 
and feeders from throughout the 
County are invited to participate. 
Dr. John W. M assey, Area Live­ 
stock Agent, will be in charge of 
the m eeting, states Peter M yers. 
County Livstock Committee Chair­ 
m an. Livestock producers in the 
County are confronted with m any 
problem s in m aking this enterprize 
possible. Dr. 
M assey will 
cover 
many of the local problem s in his 
discussion. 
Some of the items which will 
receive consideration 
are: 
M an­ 
agem ent and Sanitation, Quality 
and selection, Feed and Feeding 
and P arasite and Disease control. 
Dr. M assey points out that m an­ 
agem ent and sanitation is one ol 
the m ost im portant parts of a cat­ 
tle operation. Due to a peculiar 
clim ate, 
our 
m anagem ent prob­ 
lems are shoewhat different than 
those that are found in other areas 
w here the land is more rolling and 
produces better dranage. Periods 
of excessive rainfall m akes it dif­ 
ficult to get the m ost profitable 
gain on cattle and also to utilize 
w aste forage to the best advant­ 
age. 
Land values in Southeast Mis­ 
souri are higher than those found 
in som e other sections of the State. 
Dr. M assey points out that we need 
to wean 500 pounds of beef per 
cow per year for this enterprise to 
be com petitve with other types of 
farm ing enterprizes. In feeding cat­ 
tle it is necessary that we em pha­ 
size a feeder grade that is high 
enough to justify the returns re­ 
quired. 
The cost of producing beef is one 
of the largest of the enterprize. 
M any of our farm ers are concern­ 
ed with whether they are obtaining 
the cheapest gains that is possible 
for them to obtain with their pres­ 
ent set up. Many oi them are also 
interested in investing in autom a­ 
tion which will lower the labor re­ 
quirem ents 
for 
handling 
cattle 
herds. 
Parasites and disease prevention 
also contribute to m any of the prob­ 
lems encountered not only with 
cattle but with 
other 
livestock. 
Lack of attention to these im port­ 
ant problem s can cost the profits 
on individual lots of cattle. 
The County Livestock Committee 
not only extends the invitation to 
all cattle producers in the County 
to participate in the above short 
course but sincerely hope they will 
take advanctage of the opportun­ 
ity. They point out that this is an 
excellent opportunity to see what 
some of the new methods of pro- 
ducrion are and how they fit into 
our operations.

Joe Scott, Extension Cotton P ro­ 
duction Specialist, told the group 
that the key to success w ith chem ­ 
ical and m echanical weed control 
is precision Preparation of seed 
bed and planting.

Misunderstanding Of 
Registration Law 
Is Responsible 


Quite a number of Sikeston cit­ 
izens have for the time being at

Weights and Measures laws actually stem from agriculture 
when the founders of this nation, practically all fanners, 
founded the need of a “bushel” a “gallon’ a “yardstick 
to 
exchange, barter or sell products from the farms- 
As a consequence most states have the weights and meas­ 
ures divisions in the State Department of Agriculture. In 
Missouri the administrative official is Don Thomason, Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture. 
W eights and Measures enters into the economical arrange­ 
ments and daily concerns of every family and Chief of 
Weights and Measures, George Hay, states “not a thing that 
mankind eats, drinks, breathes, wears, touches, prices, feels, 
prizes, or controls is outside of the realm of weights and 
measures." 
Studies made by a number of weights and measures groups 
reveal the average family of four has a savings of approx­ 
imately $100 per year by proper enforcement of weights and 
measures laws. Merchants welcome the regular inspection 
of their equipment, says Chief Bay, because correct scales 
and gasoline pumps prevent “hidden losses” and accurate 
equipment builds consumer confidence. 
He says “whether the error favors the merchant or the 
consumer, a scale with a one ounce error used IOO times a 
day weighing items at a $1.00 per pound will add to a year’s 
error of $1,875.00. This certainly indicates the importance 
of accurate equipment." 
Weights and Measures Week, says Commissioner Thom­ 
ason, affords all of us an opportunity to become better ac­ 
quainted with a public service that is functioning every’ day

Klan and wrote it a letter signed 
“ with kindest regards and best 
wishes.” His office says he had 
taken this view before the Klan 
got into the act. 
The Klan’s letter to Lister Hill 
was signed by 
Robert Shelton, 
Imperial Wizard of the Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, now Wizard 
of the United Klans of America. 
Shelton is the same Klansman 
who was embraced by Charles 
Meriwether 
whom 
Kenned v 
a 
minted a director of the Export- 
Import Bank. Both Sparkman and 
Hill voted for Meriwether’s con­ 
firmation. 
What touched off the Klan fra­ 
cas was Senator Sparkman’s sup- 
ixirt of the UN bond issue. When 
he stood up for Kennedy and the 
UN, Shelton began stirring up the

The case for passage of the Better Roads and street* Amend­ 


ment can be summed up as follows; 


The major provision? of the Amendment are these; 1, Fifteen 
percent of the revenue from the 5c gasoline tax will be divided 
among the cities of the state with more than 200 population, and 
5 percent will be divided among the counties. In effect, this will 
mean that the 1961 2c increase will be distributed in this way; 
34 C to the cities, 4 c to the counties, and lc to the State Highway 
Department. 


2. Cities will share in the revenues in proportion to their popu­ 
lation. Half of the total allotted to the 114 counties will be divided 
among them in proportion to the mileage of the county roads; 
the other half will be divided in proportion to the assessed value 
of unincorporated lands. (Any county with less than $5 million 
of assessed value will be considered to have a valuation of $5 
million.) These need not be farming lands, but can simply be 
rural lands. 
3. M’inicipal gasoline taxes will die. A municipality may re impost 
a separate gasoline' tax only by getting a two-thirds majority 
vote to do so ai the polls. (This is the same vote required for 
approval of a school bond issue.) Revenue from any tax so im 
posed could be used only for road and street purposes. 
4. No municipality will suffer a revenue loss. As its allotment 
from the state tax, each city or town will get as a minimum an 
amount equal to the net proceeds of its own tax in 1960

LOOKING AT THE HOG

What will be the num ber of hogs 
we produce in 1962 and the price?

CATTLEMENS SHORT COURSE 
IN NEW MADRID MARC II 6TH 


The New Madrid County Livstock 
Committee announces that a short 
course for the benefit of cattle pro­ 
ducers in New Madrid County will 
be held at the City Hall in New 
Madrid, Tuesday March 6th. start­ 
ing at 1:30 p.m. Cattle breeders 
and feeders from throughout the 
County are invited to participate. 
Dr. John W Massey, Area Live­ 
stock Agent, will be in charge of 
the meeting, states Peter Myers, 
County Livstock Committee Chair­ 
man. Livestock producers in the 
County are confronted with many 
problems in making this enterprize 
possible. Dr. 
Massey will 
cover 
many of the local problems in his 
discussion. 
Some of the items which will 
receive consideration are: 
Man­ 
agement and Sanitation, Quality 
and selection, Feed and Feeding 
and Parasite and Disease control. 
Dr. Massey points out that man­ 
agement and sanitation is one of 
the most important parts of a cat­ 
tle operation. Due to a peculiar 
climate, our 
management prob­ 
lems are shoewhat different than 
those that are found in other areas 
where the land is more rolling and 
produces better dranage. Periods 
of excessive rainfall makes it dif­ 
ficult to get the most profitable 
gain on cattle and also to utilize 
waste forage to the best advant­ 
age. 
Land values in Southeast Mis­ 
souri are higher than those found 
in some other sections of the State. 
Dr. Massey points out that we need 
to wear 500 pounds of beef per 
cow per year for this enterprise to 
be competitve with other types of 
farming enterprizes. In feeding cat­ 
tle it is necessary that we empha­ 
size a feeder grade that is high 
enough to justify the returns re­ 
quired. 
The cost of producing beef is one 
of the largest of the enterprize. 
Many of our fanners are concern­ 
ed with whether they are obtaining 
the cheapest gains that is possible 
for them to obtain with their pres­ 
ent set up. Many of them are also 
interested in investing in automa­ 
tion which will lower the labor re­ 
quirements 
for 
handling 
cattle 
herds. 
Parasites and disease prevention 
also contribute to many of the prob­ 
lems encountered not only with 
cattle but with 
other 
livestock. 
Lack of attention to these import­ 
ant problems can cost the profits 
on individual lots of cattle. 
The County Livestock Committee 
not only extends the invitation to 
all cattle producers in the County 
to participate in the above short 
course but sincerely hope they will 
take advanctage of the opportun­ 
ity. They point out that this is an 
excellent opportunity to see what 
some of the new methods of pro- 
ducrion are and how they fit into 
our operations.
